TRiAL FOR LIFE 


Brid?:cton. N. J., Jan, 10.—Before a 
crowd that completely filled the Cum- 
berland 
county court house, Frank 
Raisingei% the young Shiloh farmer, 
who is charged with killing his wife 
several 
months ago, was placed 
on 
trial after his counsel, Samuel Iredell, 
had made a vain Gf?.a>t to have the 
case postponed because of the illness 
of an expert on insanity who was to 
bo ône of the chicf witnesses for the 
defense. Supreme Court Justice Fran- 
cis J. Swayzp did i^.ot think that suffi- 
cient reasons had been presented to 
warrant a pofitponemont and ordered 
the trial to proceed, adding that the 
court would provide the money to en- 
gage another expert. Attovney Iredell 
filed an exception to the ruling, and 
the selecting of a jury was begun. This 
taiik consumed less than an hour. Dis- 
trict Attorney Flthian asked for a ver- 
dict in tho fii-st degree, and' then called 
witnesses, who took up tho remainder 
of the day's session in giving their tes- 
timony. 


Attovney 
Ir^.clell vigorously opposed 
without avail the admission of a con- 
fRESiou alleged by the prosecution to 
have been made by Kaislnger to Dc- 
toctive Lore. The defense claimed that 
the detpctive promised Benjamin Raie- 
inger, the prisoner's 
father, that if^ 
Fi-ank wotild confess ho would soon 
be back home "putting in his wheat." 
This was denied by Edward P. Bafu>n 
and Charles D. Carney, who were prcs- 
•2nt when the coufcssion v/as made. 
They also paid that the elder Rals- 
inpccr said Lore made no promises. 


The confession was read after It was 
admitted, by the court. In it Rais- 
ingor confessed to killing his wife with 
a shot gun after a series of quarrels. 


Raisinger bore up well during the 
proceedings. He was on the stand for 
a few minuties late in the session, dur- 
ing which he testified to the alleged 
promises made'by Detective Lore. 


Thé defense opened today, and will 
make Insanity tho plea. Counsel for 
the prisoner will contend that Rais- 
inger's mental condition was such that 
he 
incapable of making a confes- 
sion, 


Mrs. Li.^zie Raisinger v/as shot W 
death by her husband in the kitchcn 
of their home. 
The young husband 
then sent for a doctor and told him 
and the police that he had been sur- 
prised, on entering the house, after 
do!ng some work in tho wagon shed, 
to find his wife lying wounded'on the 
floor. Pie said he had heard a sound 
which was probably tho report of the 
gun, but which he had taken to be 
made by the slumming of a door, 


From the first Raisinger was under 
suspicion, but it was tv/o days before 
Bufflcient evidence could be obtained 
to connect him with the crime. 
lie 
wao then arrested, and after having 
passed through the ordeal of attending 
his wife's funeral he was put through 
tho "s^Vi^eating" process on the scene of 
the crime and confessed.

Bridgeton, N. J., Jan. 10.—Before a 
crowd that completely filled the Cum­

county court house. Prank 
Raisingei% the young Shiloh farmer, 
who is charged with killing his wife

months ago, was placed 
on 
trial after his counsel, Samuel Iredell, 
had made a vain ef¿c^t to have the 
case postponed because of the illness 
of an expert on insanity who w^as to 
bo One of the chief witnesses for the 
defense. Supreme Court Justice Fran­ 
cis J. Swayzo did to t think that suffi­ 
cient reasons had been presented to 
warrant a postponement and ordered 
the trial io proceed, adding that the 
court would provide the money to en­ 
juago another expert. Attovney Iredell 
filed an exception to the ruling, and 
the selecting of a jury was begun. This 
taiik consumed less than an hour. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Fithian asked for a ver­ 
dict in the ürst degree, ancf then called 
witnesses, who took up the remainder 
of the day's set:sion in giving their tes­ 
timony. 
Attorney Ir^.dell vigorously opposed 
without avail the admission of a con­ 
fession alleged by the prosecution to 
have been made by Kaislnger to De­ 
tective Lore. The defense claimed that 
the detective promised Benjamin Rais- 
inger, the prisoner's 
father, that if 
Fi’ank vvoiild confess ho would soon 
be back home “putting in his wh^at.*'

The confession was read after It was 
admitted, by the court.

Raisinger bore up well during the 
proceedings. He was on the stand for 
a few minutes late in the session, dur­ 
ing which he testified to the alleged 
promises m ade‘by Detective Lore. 
Thé defense opened today, and will 
mako Insanity tho plea. Counsel for 
the prisoner will contend that Rais- 
inger's mental condition was such that 
he waj3 inca.pablG of making a confes­ 
sion.

The Up»t Poultry Honne. 


For tho information of new roadors 
again attempt to reply to the oft- 
repeated inquiry, "Wliicb is the best 
kind of poultry bouse?" 
When a be- 
ginner asks such a question he does 
so from his standpoint 
He does not 
take into consideration that the plan- 
ning of a poultry bouse is as difficult 
as to plau a dwelling house, so far as 
ithe preference of individuals is con- 
cerned. We might inquire on our part, 
^'Wbicb is the best dAvelling house?" 
If you wish to give a reply, just take 
A walk along any street or road, and 
«elect the best. 
You will not fiud any 
two houses alike, tbe reason 
being 
tlmt individual preferences differ. 


There is no advice that can be giv- 
en. 
Even if a hundred plans of poul- 
try bouses can be bad, from which to 
select, the same difficulty as with a 
dwelling continues, as tbe individual 
preference and the cost of tbe bouse 
are the dominant factors wbich gov- 
era. 


»jtnd.T tlio Matter. 


A few days ago an Indiana cattle 
.grower marketed a few carloads of 
cattle weighing over 1300 pounds per 
bead at $0.10. 
On the same day an- 
other with a lot of cattle of about tbe 
same weight and general appearance 
could obtain only $5.50. Tbe beef cat- 
tle expert, who was able, to see the 
thick mottled meat as the first lo-: ap- 
peared, saw a larger profit from tbe 
block than be did in the cheaper lot. 
They were both grade Shorthorns, and 
tbe difference was only in the feeding. 
In view of these things, occurring al- 
most every day in the great markets, 
It is well that tbe agricultural colleges 
bave taken up the subJcct of cattle 
feeding, and are 
teaching 
students 
bow necessary it is to feed properly ift 
order to obtain top prices in tbe mar- 
ket. 
The difference of sixty cents per 
100 pounds on cattle weighing 1300 to 
1500 is too large a loss, when it may 
be avoided by learning bow to feed 
properly and in a way requiring no 
more time or labor, nor with feed- 
stuffs costing any more. 
It is a mat- 
ter wortb studying.—Indiana Farmer. 
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Mutton Chops. 


Sulphur, or snuff, rubbed 
through 
the fleece will destroy ticks. 


Tbe best single grain for breeding 
sheep Is oats. 
Bran is also good for 
breeding oAves to stimulate them and 
produce strong lambs. 


Corn should be restricted to the fat- 
tening flock, and then must be .strong 
«'ith a nitrogenous food sucb as clover 
bay. 


Timothy hay is not suited to the 
needs of the sheep; digestive disorders 
£)ccur when timothy bay is fed, wbich 
Dften result in tbe loss of the sheep. 
Clover and ujixed hay may be fed to 
the flock witb good results. 


Roots, when fed Avith grain, produce 
choice mutton. 
Tbe sheep may bo 
herded on tbe root crop in the field, 
after which the cups can be pulled 
and stored before frost. 


A few neglected sheep will eat up 
the profit of several good ones. 
Get 
rid of the unprofitable ones and give 
the others good care. 


Each sheep should be allowed Ave 
feet floor space, and eighteen inches to 
two feet at tbe rack. 


Tbe troughs for grain feeding should 
be ten to twelve inches wide so that 
tbe sheep must eat slowly. 


Racks whicb prevent tbo cbaff from 
getting in the wool should be used. 


A racl^ consisting of vertical slats, 
' with a moderate slant, pli^ced about 
two inches apart, will keep the fleece 
clean, as little or no bay is placed over 
the sheep's backs. 
The back of tbe 
rack may be given a slajit to allow 
room for suilioient hay. 


It is best in feeding not to carry tbe 
hay over the sheep's backs; it can be 
dropped from above to the racks, or 
placed in the racks from the ends or 
alleys. 


Drinking places should be provided 
which allow fresb water to be kept 
before tlje flock,—Farm Journal. 


Scatter the grain well In IHter to 


insure exercise when the fowls are 
feeding. 


It is a good plan to feed two or three 
kinds of fine grain at one time, thus 
assisting digestion and securing more 
exorcise than 
in feeding one 
large 
kind, such as corn. 


Tbe seed of Kaflir corn is excellent 
as an exercise grain. 
It is small and 
bard to find, and keeps 
the 
fowls 
scratching for bours if thrown in about 
five inches of chopped straw. 


A little linseed meal is a belp at 
moulting time. 
Use about a pint to 
a pailful of soft feed. 


Tbe grain has been cut and carted. 
Aow is the time to give the young puN 
lets a change; it will do them a good 
deal of good, and cost lesa for feeding, 
build up large frames, and fit the 
young birds for winter laying. 
They 
should be shut in tbe bouse over night, 
and next morning be moved out on to 
the stubble. 
A piece of six foot Avlre 
netting should be placed around the 
bouse for a day or so, until tbe birds 
get used to their new quarters. 
The 
bouse should be moved frequently one 
on wheels is best for the purpose.' They 
require very little feeding; in fact, 
they need only to be fed when tbe 
weather is wet, as thoy cannot tben 
go about in search of food. 
If farm- 
ers knew the value of their stubbles .for 
tbis purpose, I think more would make 
tise of them. 
They not only do the 
birds good, but it improves tbe land 
considerably, 
as they 
fiud 
a large 
amount of insects and slugs, whicb 
would do barm to the growing crop 
next year. 
AVbere the late chickens 
bave been hatched, if they can bo put 
on tbe stubbles, they will grow much 
faster and keep more healthy. 


ENGLISH DOCTORS' FEES; 


»ow the P»y of th® lirltlnh rhyslrUn 
«nit Surffroon It IlrKXilnted. 


The specialists must be divided into 
t^-o distinct cla r.ses—tho surgeon pro- 
per and tbe pure physician. 
The for- 
mer unquestionably gets big fees in 
ratio to bis reputation. 
Sir Frederick 
Treves has only to name his fee to the 
millionaire Avlth appendicitis. 
With 
tho fear of death before his eyes ho 
•will write his check gladly. 
When ho 
îias recovered h? will often grumble, 
if be does not boast. 
A younger and 
less known man will perform the same 
operation for a tithe of the cost; but 
the public, with death staring them in 
the face, will bave the man with tho 
big name, regardless of expense. 


But the pure physioiau is an entirely 
diiTerent matter. 
His fees are stand- 
ardized, not by act of Parliament, but 
by that autocratic body, tlie Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians. 
His fees for con- 
sultation at his own bouse are fixed at 
two guineas tbe first visit and a guinea 
for each subsequent one. 
For consul- 
tations away from home be receives a 
foe at the calculated rate of two-thirds 
of a guinea a mile. 
Elstree, twelve 
miles out of town, is ipso facto eight 
guineas; Liverpool (201 miles) is in4 
guineas, and so-on pro rata. 
But it 
must be remembered that nowadays 
all the big provincial centres bave their 
own specialists, and the town man is 
very seldom sent for. unless be be one 
of the very biggest names and the case 
desperate and rich. 


If the physician should accept more, 
he transgresses that professional fe- 
tich, "medical etiquette," and is brand- 
ed a quack by his »ess Inoky brethren. 


^roreover, when be arrives at a suf- 
ficient standing in the ranks of his pro- 
fession, the Royal College of Physic- 
ians will not elect him to their all-im- 
portant felloM'ship, the crowning qual. 
ification and high water mark of his 
calling.—London Daily Mail.

It is time to prepare tbe henhouse 
for winter. 
Windows should be re- 
placed and glass put in. Floors should 
be cleaned, plenty of litter. supplied, 
the water dl.shes arranged so that they 
will not freeze easily, tbe nests re- 
newed, 
and a good dust bath 
fur- 
nished. 


Ajrold iron sink makes an excellent 
dust bath if raised a little distance 
from the earth to insure dryness, and 
ijlled with a mixture of dry garden 
•soil, road dust and ashes and a little 
sulphur. 
It ^should be placed where 
ithe sun will strike it as much as pos- 
sible during the short days of winter. 
If the dusting material is thoroughly 
drycd it will jiot freeze. 


This is tbe time of year when ene- 
mies of all kinds are most likely to 
visit the poultry yards. 
Traps may 
be set for minks, 
weasles,

If tho wheat has only 
common smut it is run through huge 
scouring and cleaning machines, then 
weighed and stored ready for ship- 
ment. 


But if the grain has a malignant case 
of smut (called stinking smut) it is 
thoroughly washed and carried to the 
driers, which are large screen-bottomed 
bins Nvith currents of air circulating 
beneath.

We might inquire on our part, 
Which is the best dwelling house 
If you wish to give a reply, just take 
a walk along any street or road, and 
select the best. You W'ill not find any 
two houses alike, the reason being 
tliat individual preferences differ. 
There is no advice that can be giv­ 
en. 
Even if a Imudred plans of poul­ 
try houses can be had, from which to 
select, the same difficulty as with a 
dwelling continues, as the individual 
preference and the cost of the house 
are the dominant factors which gov­ 
ern. 


»jtudy th e M atter, 
A few days ago an Indiana cattle 
.grower marketed a few carloads of 
cattle weighing over 1300 pounds per 
head at $0.10. 
On the same day an­ 
other with a lot of cattle of about the 
same weight and general appearance 
could obtain only $5.50. The beef cat­ 
tle expert, who was able, to see the 
thick mottled meat as the first lo*: ap­ 
peared, saw a larger profit from the 
block than lie did in the cheaper lot. 
They were both grade Shorthorns, and 
the difference was only in the feeding. 
In view of these things, occurring al­ 
most every day in the great markets, 
It is well that the agri'^ultural colleges 
have taken up the subject of cattle 
feeding, and are 
teaching 
students 
how necessary it is to feed properly ill 
order to obtain top prices in the mar­ 
ket. 
The difrerence of sixty cents per

Scatter the grain well In litter to 
insure exercise w^hen the fowls are 
feeding. 
It is a good plan to feed two or three 
kinds of fine grain at one time, thus 
assisting digestion and securing more 
exercise than in feeding one large 
kind, such as corn. 
The seed of Kaffir corn Is excellent 
as an exercise grain. 
It is small and 
hard to find, and keeps 
the 
fowls 
scratching for hours if thrown in about 
five inches of chopped straw. 
A little linseed meal is a help at 
moulting time. 
Use about a pint to 
a pailful of soft feed. 
The grain has been cut and carted. 
Now is the time to give the young pul­ 
lets a change; it will do them a good 
deal of good, and cost less, for feeding, 
build up large frames, and fit the 
young birds for winter laying. 
They 
should be shut in the house over night, 
and next morning be moved out on to 
the stubble. 
A piece of six foot wire 
netting should be placed around the 
house for a day or so, until the birds 
get used to their new quarters. 
The 
house should be moved frequently; one 
on wheels is best for tho purpose. They 
require very little feeding; in fact, 
they need only to be fed when the 
weather is wet, as they cannot then 
go about in search of food.

Sulphur, or snuff, rubbed through 
the fleece will destroy ticks. 
The best single grain for breeding 
sheep Is oats. 
Bran is also good for 
breeding ewes to stimulate them and 
produce strong lambs. 
Corn should be restricted to the fat­ 
tening flock, and then must be .strong 
w’^ith a nitrogenous food such as clover 
hay. 
Timothy hay is not suited to the 
needs of the sheep; digestive disorders 
occur when timothy hay is fed, which 
Dften result in the loss of the sheep. 
Clover and mixed hay may be fed to 
the flock with good results. 
Roots, when fed with grain, produce 
choice mutton. 
The sheep may bo 
herded on the root crop in the field, 
ifter which the cups can bo pulled 
and stored before frost. 
A few neglected sheep will eat up 
the profit of several good ones. 
Get 
rid of the unprofitable ones and give 
the others good care. 
Each sheep should be allowed five 
feet floor space, and eighteen inches to 
two feet at the rack. 
The troughs for grain feeding should 
be ten to twelve inches wide so that 
the sheep must eat slowly. 
Racks which prevent tho chaff from 
getting in the wool should be used. 
A raclv consisting of vertical slats, 
‘ with a moderate slant, pli^ced about 
two inches apart, will keep the fleece 
clean, as little or no hay is placed over 
the sheep’s backs. 
The back of tho 
rack may be given a slajit to allow 
room for suilioient hay. 
It is best in feeding not to carry the 
hay over the sheep’s backs; it can be 
dropped from above to the racks, or 
placed in the racks from the ends or 
alleys. 
Drinking places should be provided 
which allow fresh water to be kept 
before tlje flock.—Farm Journal,

ratio to his reputation. 
Sir Frederick 
Treves has only to namo his fee to the 
millionaire with appendicitis. 
With 
the fear of death before his eyes ho 
will write his check gladly. 
When ho 
tias recovered hr will often irrumble, 
if he does not boast. 
A younger and 
less known man will perform tho same 
operation for a tithe of tho cost; but 
the public, with death staring them in 
the face, will have the man with tho 
big name, regardless of expense. 
But the pure physician is an entirely 
different matter. 
His fees are stand­ 
ardized, not by act of Parliament, but 
by that autocratic body, tlie Royal Col­ 
lege of Physicians. 
His fees for con­ 
sultation at his own house are fixed at 
two guineas the first visit and a guinea 
for each subsequent one. 
For consul­ 
tations away from home he receives a 
fee at the calculated rate of two-thirds 
of a guinea a mile. 
Elstree, twelve 
miles out of town, is Ipso facto eight 
guineas; Liverpool (201 miles) is li>4 
guineas, and so-on pro rata. 
But it 
must be remembered that nowadays 
all the big provincial centres have their 
own specialists, and the town man is 
very seldom sent for, unless he be one 
of the very biggest names and the case 
desperate and rich.

The Ureiit pAiisrer of the Modern Mil 
In n»iit11inc KxplosiTcf. 


Since thè introduction of nltro-gly- 
cerine and similar high explosives in 
mining, thousands upon thonsands of 
lives have been lost through thought- 
lessness and rec;}clessness in handling 
the dangerous materials. 
Many terri- 
ble disasters in the gold and silver 
miles of California, Colorado and other 
Western States have resulted from the 
carelessness of men in handling frozen 
cartridges containing 
nitro-glycerine. 
In England and Wales also there have 
been innumerable accidents due to this 
cause. 
Stirred by the harroAving lists 
of the dead and the crippled sacrificed 
to the thoughtlessness of mine super- 
intendents and the indifference o'f the 
authorities, the Home Ottico has at 
last sent to the OAvners of all metalli- 
ferous mines the foIIoAving notice: 


"All cartridges made 
of 
dynamite, 
gelignite, blasting gelatine and other 
oxplosiA'os containing 
nitro-glycerine, 
must always be thaAved iu a properly 
designed AA'arming pan before use dur- 
ing the months of December. January, 
February and March, and also at any 
other times, if the cartridges are not' 
in a soft or pasty condition," 


In the circular Avhich accompanies 
the notice it is pointed out that these 
explosives, Avhen in a solid state, are 
dangerous to handle, and should al- 
ways be thaAved before use by means 
of hot AA'ater only. 
For this purpose 
safe and proper AA'arming pans should 
be proAided, and no explosives should • 
be thaAved by any other means. 
It 
would appear, however, that miners 
and others engaged iu the handling of 
explosives in mines do not realize the 
need of adopting 
proper means for 
thaAvlng explosìA'es and are apt to im- 
agine that explosives do not require 
to be thaAved except in tlmt-s of frost. 
ExplosìA'es Avhich contain *nitro-gIycer- 
Ine become solid, or ^'frozen," at a tem- 
perature much above freezing point, 
and Avhen once solidified require a con- 
siderable amount of heat to soften 
them again.—NeAA'' York Journal.

T he Urent P a iire r of tho Moderm Mil 
In Hiuicllinc Kxplosivet. 
Since tho introduction of nitro-gly- 
cerine and similar high explosives in 
mining, thousands upon thousands of 
lives have been lost through thought­ 
lessness and rec;}vlessness in handling 
the dangerous materials. 
Many terri­ 
ble disasters in the gold and silver 
miles of California, Colorado aud other 
Western States have resulted from the 
carelessness of men in handling frozen 
cartridges containing nitro-glycerine. 
In England and Wales also there have 
been innumerable accidents due to this 
cause. 
Stirred by the harrowing lists 
of the dead and the crippled sacrificed 
to tho thoughtlessness of mine super- 
Intendents and the indifference o*^f the 
authorities, the Home Ottico has at 
last sent to the owners of all metalli­ 
ferous mines the following notice: 
“All cartridges made of dynamite, 
gelignite, blasting gelatine and other 
explosives containing 
nitro-glycerine, 
must always be thawed in a properly 
designed warming pan before use dur­ 
ing the months of December. January, 
February and March, and also at any 
other times, if the cartridges are not 
in a soft or pasty condition.’’ 
In the circular which accompanies 
tho notice it is pointed out that these 
explosives, when in a solid state, are 
dangerous to handle, and should al­ 
ways be thawed before use by means 
of hot water only. 
For this purpose 
safe and proper warming pans should 
be provided, and no explosives should • 
be thawed by any other means. 
It 
would appear, howevrr, that miners 
and others engaged in the handling of 
explosives in mines do not realize the 
need of adopting proper means for 
thawing explosives and are apt to im­ 
agine that explosives do not require 
to be thawed except in times of frost. 
Explosives M’hich contain'nitro-glycer- 
Ine become solid, or ‘‘frozen,’’ at a tem­ 
perature much above freezing point, 
and when once solidified require a con­ 
siderable amount of heat to soften 
them again.—New York*Journal«

COLD WATER AND HEALTH.

One of the most interesting devel­ 
opments in modern nicdical science is 
the certain proof of the immense im- 
porlancc of cold water to health, buth 
as a remedy for and a prevention of 
disease.

Fov drinking purposes water 
should be cooled in an icebox, just bot­ 
tled or canned, but never with ice in 
It, which is unhygienic as well as un- 
aesthetic. 
Physicians declare that very few 
Americans drink enough water; that 
the bad digestions, bad complexionii, 
bad nerves of our city and town peo­ 
ple are largely due to the result of not 
drinking snihclent cold water. 
The system demands its full allow- 
' jc of clear, cool, natural iluid in or­ 
der to do its w’ork properly, and break­ 
fast, coCree, luncheon chocolate anti 
dlnnor cocktails are not only a bad 
substitute, but worse than none. 
When the body is thirsty it is calling 
for water; at least half a pint before 
breakfast, another before going to 
bed and three half pints during the 
day, preferably not at meals. 
It is an excellent plan every morn­ 
ing and night before drinking the wa­ 
ter, to rinse the mouth with a solution 
of warm water and borax. Just a pinoh 
of powder iu half n tumbler of >vater. 
It gives the water a deliciously fresh 
taste, besides sweetening the mouth, 
hardening the gums and cleansing the 
teeth. 
A course of this cold water treatment 
is worth trying, if just for sake of a 
hearty appetite and rosy cheeks. 
To get the best value of your effort 
you should accompany the cold 'water 
drinking with a daily morning cold 
bath. 
The bath should be taken before the 
drink, so that there is not the faintest 
chance of arresting even the simpb' 
process of digesting water, 
A cold 
bath is only a success >vith an empty 
stomach. 
While the water Is running in the 
tub prepare for the slight shock of the 
first pluuge by taking long breaths at 
an open ^vindow^ Wrapped in a w'ool 
bath gown, there will be no danger ot 
catching cold, and two or three min­ 
utes long, slow inhaling and exhaling 
fresh air will start the cii’culation so 
that there is no hesitation about a cold 
water bath, rather a sense of enjoy­ 
ment of it. 
But if at the very start 
you should still be at all sensitive to 
the straight cold plunge, stand at the 
edge of the tub, lean over, and dash 
cold water over the face, arms, neck, 
chest and throat. Dry thoroughly with 
a crash towel, and plunge in, first one 
leg and then the other. 
After a week of this sort of tempor­ 
izing you will be able to take the 
straight plunge. That is, of course, if 
the room is warm. A cold bath in a 
cold room may be fine heroism for 
athletic boys, but is more than likely 
to prove dangerous to the average wo­ 
man who has not much power of reac­ 
tion. 
The daily tepid bath usually taken 
by women in winter may be luxurious 
and cleansing, but it Is no substitute 
for the health giving power of the cold 
water. It’s the sting of the cold that 
starts the blood coursing through lungs 
and heart, that warms the hands and 
feet and sends a fine color to the 
cheeks. A cold bath should be taken 
quickly, ahvays followed by a crash 
towel rub and Iways in -oft water. 
Much of the value of the cold bath is 
lost if the water is hard, the pores are 
clogged rather than opened; it is im­ 
possible to dry the skin quickly, and it 
is left with a clammy sensation that is 
depressing.

It is an emollent as v/ell as 
a stimulant to the cuticle, but in town 
and city the water supply is artificial 
and it is the exception to find it soft.

In a steep bank on the Huron river, 
Tho birdis had tunneled Inward 
at 
least six feet before they dug their 
nest, forming a cavity abou^ two feet 
across, and shaped somewhat like a 
wooden butter bowl 
The young birds 
were first removed from the nest and 
then plaster of paris was turned down 
into the entrance so that a cast of 
tills nest and tunnel was obtained In 
its entirety. 
Then a second cast of 
plaster was made of the river bank. 
From these casts was madQ the present 
model.

is that of her husband. 
Thus. "Mrs. 
John Smith," whose "given" name is 
^'Mary," .cannot voté unless she is 
registered as "Mary," or, if she does 
.vote, it must be by the troublesome 
process of "swearing In." 
Socially, a 
married woman always goes by her 
tiusband'fl 
full name, 
prefixed 
by 
^'Mr»." until he dies, unless the pair 
are severed by a divorce. 
Legally, 
however, It Is only his surname which 
•becomes hers by marriage, and her 
Christian name continues to be an es- 
eential part of her formal designation, 
«upplemented, if she chooses, by her 
pâtronymic. 
If she is a public char- 
acter—a writer, a speaker, a physician 
—she Is generally known by the name 
which she bore previous to her mar- 
riage, with her husband's surname ap- 
pended. 
Thus Ella Wheeler became 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox. Thus Elizabeth 
Cady became Elizabeth Cady Stanton. 
The whole nation knew the great 
woman suflfragist by that name, but 
comparatively few people knew her 
by the name of Mrs. Henry Brewster 
Stanton, though Henry Brewster Stan- 
ton, her husband, was in his day a
